3. The Commission may at their discretion remit the pres- 
cribed fee where they are satisfied that the applicant is a 
bona fide displaced person from East Pakistan and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st January, 1964, or is a bona 
fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma and has migrated 
to India on or after 1st June, 1963, or is a bona fide repa- 
triate of Indian origin from Ceylon and has migrated to India 
on or after 1st November, 1964, and is not in a position to 
pay the prescribed fee.

Office be accepted. Defaced or mutilated Postal Orders will 
also not be accepted. 

Note. — Candidates residing abroad at the time of sub- 
mitting their applications should deposit the amount of the 
prescribed fee (the equivalent of Rs. 80.00. Rs. 20.00 In the
